«* In Annex A of Reference A, the adj^le substitution 
of mabers 1 through infinity could be used for plain tact 
equivalents. It depended on the intelligence and retentive 
powers of the individual agent whether or not he were assigned 
14*0 or more numbers. For instance. 1*14*7 could have been 
codes for the days of the week and h&-$9 could have been the 
days of the year, etc. 



d. The substitution system in Annex B of Reference A Is 
considered by AEGAFKJB-d to be one for an agent of low intelli- 
gence. AECAPKLIN-1 worked with no agents who had systems other 
than those of the nature described in Reference A and therefore 
i copy :;;Gcannot describe a system designed for an agent of higher ability. 
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
